Lake Shore Drive projects set to begin 


By Jon Hilkevitch I CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
A i^/i-mile stretch of North Lake Shore Drive 
downtown that handles 140,000 vehicles a day 
will receive a badly needed restoration starting 
Monday 

And just south of downtown, the next phase 
of rebuilding the interchange between Lake 
Shore Drive and the Stevenson Expressway 
also kicks off Monday 

Both projects will require lane reductions 
that result in travel delays, city and state trans- 
portation officials warn. 

North Lake Shore Drive between Grand and 
North avenues will receive its first resurfacing 
in 16 years over the next four weeks, according 
to the Chicago Department ofTfansportation. 

The initial work will occur on northbound 
lanes, closing two lanes from approximately 
8:15 p.m. to 5:45 a.m. between Grand and 
North, CDOT said. Two lanes in each direction 
will remain open in the overnight hours. From 
9:30 a.m. until 3:30 p.m., single-lane closures 
will take place in each direction, officials said. 

At two separate overnight dates still to be an- 
nounced, the S -curve portion of the drive be- 
tween Walton Street and Michigan Avenue will 
be closed to all traffic, likely in one direction at 
a time, CDOT spokesman Mike Claffey said. 

“The message on those nights is, ‘Do not 


take Lake Shore Drive,’ ” Claffey said. 

The resurfacing will be completed before 
Thanksgiving, he said. 

Meanwhile, drivers who switch between 
Lake Shore Drive and the Stevenson (T55) 
should get ready for a new traffic configuration 
that will remain until next summer, according 
to the Illinois Department ofTfansportation. 

Beginning Monday three lanes on the in- 
bound Stevenson approaching the Lake Shore 
Drive interchange will be reduced to two nar- 
rower lanes from just east of the Dan Ryan Ex- 
pressway (I-90/94), IDOT said. The existing 
single lane from the inbound Stevenson to the 
southbound Lake Shore Drive ramp will be nar- 
rowed and shifted to the right side of the ramp. 

In addition, 25th Street will be reduced to 
one lane in each direction, and street parking 
will be banned between King Drive and Don- 
nelly Drive/McCormick Place busway IDOT 
said. Once the closures are in place by Nov 3, 
they will remain until next summer.

S ave for maybe Thanksgiving 
and the movie theater, there 
are few places people like to 
chow down more than ballparks, arenas 
and stadiums. Sports fans love to eat. 

It’s tradition. 

But when 22,000 Blackhawks fans gather 
for a game at the United Center, perhaps the 
furthest thing from their minds is what’s in 
that Polish sausage or double bacon cheese- 


burger, and where the waste it creates is head- 
ed afterward. 

As it turns out, the answers to those ques- 
tions have changed a lot in recent years, as 
sports venues nationwide have made greener 
concessions processes a key piece of their sus- 
tainability efforts. 

“We are seeing the start of a significant cul- 
tural and marketplace shift towards environ- 
mentally intelligent food at sports venues,” 
Allen Hershkowitz, co-founder and president 
of the Green Sports Alliance, said in a state- 
ment. 

The Green Sports Alliance, a nonprofit 


group of which many of Chicago’s teams and 
stadiums are members, assembled in Chicago 
earlier this year to highlight nationwide ef- 
forts to make game day greener. 

Fans probably won’t notice those efforts, 
but they probably can rest easy knowing their 
favorite teams are going greener— and saving 
some green in the process. 

WASTE REDUCTION 

According to Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy data, the US. generated 36 million tons of 
food waste in 2011 alone, with only 4 percent 


of that being utilized for composting. Sports 
teams and venues have started doing their part 
to improve that figure. 

Soldier Field recently launched a pilot 
program to compost from its main kitchen, 
where Aramark already was tracking food 
waste. Soldier Field Director of Operations 
Bill Shaw said the hope is that it grows to in- 
clude catering and all concessions. 

“That was something Aramark was really 
on board with,” Shaw said. 

Levy Restaurants provides concessions at 
Wrigley Field, the United Center and suites 
at US. Cellular Field. The company has a 
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wide-ranging plan to cut down on waste, de- 
tailed in a report by the University of Chica- 
go’s Sustainable Chicago Sports Project. 

First off, all the napkins and food carriers 
used are made from recycled and composta- 
ble materials. Going deeper. Levy recycles all 
used cooking oil from Chicago’s stadiums, 
with some of that being 
used to produce biofuels. 

Efforts with more tan- 
gible impact come in the 
form of food recovery 
Tom Funk, Levy’s vice 
president of concessions, 
said the company donated 
535,000 pounds of leftover 
food nationwide in 2014, 
food that once would like- 
ly have been tossed out af- 
ter going unsold at a game. 

LOCAL 
SOURCING 

Before stadium food cre- 
ates any waste, it has to 
come from somewhere. 

Lately its journey to your 
seat has been getting 
shorter as teams have 
committed to locally 
sourced ingredients; call it 
“farm-to-bleachers.” 

According to a Green 
Sports Alliance report, 
some teams are getting 
smarter about menu de- 
sign and planning, which 
includes adapting to the 
local supply of certain ingredients. 

Currently all of Levy’s loo-plus US. sports 
and entertainment venues source at least 
some food locally 

In one hyper-local example. Levy, the Chi- 
cago Botanic Garden and Chicago-based 
Midwest Foods partner to provide fresh pro- 


duce for US. Cellular Field. The upside to 
such practices. Funk says, is environmental as 
well as financial. 

“We believe care for the environment and 
meeting business goals do not have to be mu- 
tually exclusive,” he said. 

While many people still aren’t convinced 
about the need to be more 
environmentally friendly, 
it’s hard to imagine a 
sports franchise anywhere 
not interested in saving 
some money by doing it. 

RECYCLING 

There is perhaps no sim- 
pler element to sustain- 
ability than recycling, and 
stadiums are trying to 
make it easier for fans to 
be a part of that process. 

Soldier Field’s recycling 
efforts were part of what 
helped it become the first 
North American stadium 
to earn LEED certifica- 
tion in 2012. 

“We recycle just about 
everything you can think 
of in the building,” Shaw 
said. “We even recycle our 
sod from the field.” 

The building is also a 
pour-only facility Shaw 
said, which means every 
beer can emptied into a 
cup for fans is automati- 
cally collected and recy- 
cled by the venue, taking the responsibility of 
doing it off potentially intoxicated fans. 

In that way and others, more teams are tak- 
ing steps so fans can enjoy that jumbo helmet 
full of nachos guilt-free on game day

‘Z for Zachariah’ is complex but predictable 



In a postapocalyptic 
world with virtu- 
ally no one around, it 
would be fortunate 
for anyone to stumble 
upon you and tell 
you to get out of the 
radioactive water. 

But Loomis 
(Chiwetel Ejiofor) 
is particularly lucky 
that his savior is Ann 
(Margot Robbie), a 
warm, lovely woman 
who nurses him back to health and eventu- 
ally attempts to seduce him. Let’s wait, he 
says. It will change things, and we have all the 
time in the world. 

Because that’s the way things go, almost 
immediately their society of two gains a 
third: Caleb (Chris Pine), who’s handsome 
and, like Ann, a member of the striking blue 
eyes club. Skepticism and jealousy ensue. I 
can’t help but wonder how much more about 
human nature might be revealed if the same 
situation occurred but no one was attracted 
to anybody and some or all of the characters 


were annoying. Would the same sense of 
expectation and romantic possibility emerge, 
with the logic being that something is better 
than nothing? 

A lot of unspoken feeling lives on these 
faces, though, as good performances (Rob- 
bie in particular creates a complex world of 
conflicting emotions and humble priorities 
within Ann) compensate for a plot that’s low 
on incident and high on predictability “Z for 
Zachariah” comes from the novel by Robert 


C. O’Brien and is directed by Craig Zobel, 
who seems to have spent all his risk-taking 
tokens on his last film, 2012’s “Compliance.” 
In “Z,” the sleepy pacing seems to suggest a 
big punch will arrive, but this is a light tap of 
humanity in hard times, basic truths about 
faith and trust that are as subdued as the film 
and its landscape. Sometimes a movie really 
just needs some zombies.

A rush of fun to the head 

Much of what would 
become BORNS’ 
debut album “Dopa- 
mine” was written in a 
Los Angeles tree- 
house, complete with 
“woodland creatures” 
as neighbors. This is 
just one reason that 
23 -year-old Michigan- 
raised singer-song- 
writer Garrett Borns 
is basically synth-pop 
Snow White. 

I don’t mean that comparison as a knock. 

Like Disney movies, pop music works best 
when it instills a sense of childhood wonder, 
recalling carefree summers of just running 
around and having fun. As its title suggests, 

“Dopamine” is just that— ii tracks of well- 
executed, often-whimsical pop created to 
hit those pleasure centers in the brain for 
maximum effect. Opener “10,000 Emerald 
Pools,” which randomly takes its name from 
the former Las Vegas address of producer 
Jack Kennedy’s mother (I assume she had to 
sell once the song took off), uses its title as 
a metaphor for “diving deeper for you.” It’s 


a lovely sentiment that’s amplified by Beach 
Boys-aping falsetto and eternally chill vibes. 

Unfortunately, it’s also the the best song on 
here, though not by too much. There could 
be an argument made for the Taylor Swift- 
endorsed single “Electric Love.” While 
awfully catchy, its guitar riff is a shade too 
close to the superior Tame Impala song “El- 
ephant.” When it doesn’t resemble the Aus- 
tralians’ psych-rock smash, it veers toward 
what local critic Jes Skolnik aptly describes 
as “ ‘Lion King’ pop-rock,” which is exactly 
what you think it means. (OK, that Disney 
comparison was a knock.) 

Elsewhere, “The Emotion” is a strong dose 
of Smiths-referencing melancholy that finds 
BORNS singing, “Escape out of my mind 
zone, love/I lost you not long ago; heaven 
knows I’m miserable.” That, the synth-heavy 
“Dug My Heart” and the peppy explosive 
closer “Eool” just about reach the ceiling 
“Pools” sets. The songwriting is always com- 
petent and pleasant, but it’s his absolutely 
gorgeous, distinctive voice that keeps “Dopa- 
mine” going even when songs like ‘American 
Money” or “Clouds” feel slightly interchange- 
able. And a singer with actual singing ability 
shouldn’t be taken for granted.

If Miller High Life is the champagne of beers, 
then a men’s clothing line inspired by the 
brew would have to include tailored suits and 
pocket squares, right? Eh, not exactly When 
Miller High Life reached out to Jim Snediker, 
the founder and CEO of Chicago-based 
Stock Mfg. Co., they were looking for some- 
thing to emulate the rich history of the brand. 
Snediker and his team said yes and were given 
full access to the company’s archives to dig for 
inspiration. 

They found an abundance of it hiding in 
the brand’s vintage ads. Back in the ’30s, ’40s 
and ’50s, those colorful ads featured laid-back 
fishermen, hunters, family guys and cowboys. 
And though they were definitely selling beer, 
the pages were packed with fashion state- 
ments from the decades they were printed: 
chunky sweaters in toasty cabins, worn-in 
denim on the ranch and cozy flannel shirts at 
the bar. 


Snediker and his team identified key trends 
and created a seven-piece collection that’s 
available online and at their brick-and-mortar 
location in West Town. 

‘A big thing was looking for items that 
would be a timeless style but also be interpret- 
ed in contemporary fashion,” Snediker said. 
“We wanted clothing to reflect our brand, so 
we looked for pieces that fit in with our brand 
and had a strong presence in the ads.” 

A plaid shirt ($88), riding pants ($88) and 
a sportsman’s jacket ($250) all grace the col- 
lection, while two T-shirt options ($35 each) 
offer a more affordable entry point for con- 
sumers. Casual? Yes. But the pieces are also 
refined and boast high-end details. 

“People dressed up more often back then,” 
Snediker said. “We wanted to make things 
that were very functional but also collectible.” 

The collection launched online today and is 
available for a limited time.
